Dramatic rescue 

A HELICOPTER crew from RNAS Yeovilton res¬ 
cued the last survivor of a sunken tanker in the 
Indian Ocean at the end of a dramatic day-long 
international mission which saved 13 lives.

SOMERSET County Council is 
backing a nationwide call for a 
sustainable solution to funding 
for social care. 

A report published recently by 
the Association of Directors of 
Adult Social Services (ADASS) 
highlighted the continuing short¬ 
fall in funding for social care 
across the country, despite the 
extra £2 billion of funding an¬ 
nounced in the Government’s 
spring Budget. 

Somerset’s budget for social 
care this year is £135.5 million - 
money spent providing vital care 
and support for older and vulner¬ 
able people, including social- 
work support, care-home and 


nursing placements and care in 
the home. The £135.5million is 
around 44 per cent of the county 
council’s overall budget. 

As people live longer and more 
of them have complex conditions 
needing costly support, the pres¬ 
sures are increasing. 

The Budget announcement 
means an extra £21 million to 
Somerset social-care services 
over three years - but even that 
is not enough to keep pace with 
rising costs. 

Cllr David Huxtable, Somerset 
cabinet member for adult social 
care, said: “The additional fund¬ 
ing is welcome but it’s only really 
a stopgap and doesn’t address the 
underlying deficit in funding for 
social care. 

“Money isn’t the only answer - 


we have to work closely with 
health and be creative about how 
we can help people retain their 
independence for longer. 

“But the fact is that a long-term 
solution to the funding issue is 
needed if councils are going to be 
able to sustain current levels of 
service.” 

A nationwide consultation on 
the issue is due to take place later 
in the year. The ADASS report 
says a long-term solution has 
never been more urgent or vital. 

“The last three Governments - 
so that’s all the major parties - 
have had some sort of consulta¬ 
tion,” said Cllr Huxtable. 

“What we haven’t had is a con¬ 
crete plan. And all the time there 
isn’t a plan, the problem is get¬ 
ting bigger and bigger.”

Hospital campaigners set for ‘crucial’ meeting 


CAMPAIGNERS from Seaton and Honiton 
areas are preparing for a crucial meeting of 
Devon County Counci’s Health Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday, July 25th. 

Following a meeting in June when they post¬ 
poned a decision, the committee will now de¬ 
cide whether to use its power to refer the 
decision of the NEW Devon Clinical Commis¬ 
sion Group (CCG) to close all in-patient beds in 


Seaton, Honiton and Okehampton hospitals to 
the Secretary of State for Health. 

In March, the committee sent 14 questions, 
from a resolution proposed by county council¬ 
lor Claire Wright, about the proposals to re¬ 
place 72 of East Devon’s 144 community 
hospital beds by care at home. 

The questions included the justification for 
the surprise last-minute switch of beds from 


Seaton to Sidmouth, which left no beds at all in 
the Axe Valley, since Axminster has already 
lost its beds. 

Councillor Wright and other committee mem¬ 
bers are expected to examine the 14 points in de¬ 
tail to see which of them the CCG has answered 
satisfactorily. 

Among those who will be speaking against the 
plans are Seaton and Colyton county councillor

Martin Shaw; the Mayor of Seaton, Councillor

Consultation on 
train timetable 

THE next rail operator for the Exeter-London 
Waterloo line says the next timetable (from De¬ 
cember) has not been finalised and that passen¬ 
gers will be consulted. 

First MTR South Western Trains Limited will 
take over the franchise on August 20th, a fran¬ 
chise held by South West Trains for more than 20 
years. 

Friends of Crewkerne Station (FOCS) expressed 
concern that a proposal to reduce the number of 
services calling at Woking and Clapham Junc¬ 
tion could cause inconvenience to passengers 
using Heathrow. The move would reduce journey 
times overall, but could inconvenience passen¬ 
gers travelling to Heathrow, and those departing 
or changing trains at Clapham Junction. 

A First spokesperson confirmed the proposal, 
but stressed that nothing had been decided, say¬ 
ing: “The removal of the Woking stop from some 
West of England line services is one option which 
we have been looking at as part of our December 
2018 timetable proposals. 

“Clapham Junction is another station that 
would be considered as part of our plans in a sim¬ 
ilar way as Woking. However, we are still work¬ 
ing on our plans and nothing is finalised. ,Once 
we have completed our plans we will run a con¬ 
sultation on the December 2018 timetable. This 
consultation will give people a chance to share 
their views on what we are proposing.” 

Talking about the timetable as a whole, the 
spokesperson added: “Our plans are to introduce 
an additional two trains per hour earlier on a 
Sunday than you have currently in the December 
2018 timetable. However, we cannot give any as¬ 
surances of services to specific stations at this 
time.” 

Fares overall will remain unchanged to start 
with but the spokesperson said they did plan to 
simplify fares and introduce more advance pur¬ 
chase fares in the future. Railcards such as the 
Network Railcard will be valid as usual. 

When asked if there are there any plans to 
change the opening hours for stations, the 
spokesperson said they planned to “improve the 
customer experience throughout the journey” 
and it was too early to make specific plans for 
local stations.

PARENTS across Devon and Somerset are being 
reminded this summer to encourage their 18 
year old children to get vaccinated against 
deadly meningitis and septicaemia.

The MenACWY vaccine remains the best form 
of protection against the A, C, W, and Y strains 
with a 100 per cent effectiveness rate in those 
that have been vaccinated so far. 

Julie Yates, South West Screening and Immu¬ 
nisations lead, said: “The MenACWY vaccina¬ 
tion programme will save lives and prevent 
lifelong and devastating disability. 

“We have seen a rapid increase in Men W 
cases across England in recent years and vacci¬ 
nation is the most effective way of protecting 
against infection. 

“Young people are particularly at risk as they 
are carriers of the disease. Being in confined en¬ 
vironments with close contact, such university 
halls, hostels when travelling, or attending fes¬ 
tivals, increase the chances of infection if un¬ 
protected.” 

Ardiana Gjini, South Central Screening and 
Immunisations lead, added: “Get vaccinated as 
soon as possible, remain vigilant and seek ur¬ 
gent medical help if you have concerns for your¬ 
self or friends. 

“New entrants to higher education (university 
freshers) are also eligible. Anyone who is eligi¬ 
ble and has missed vaccination in previous 
years remains eligible up to their 25th birthday 
[ and is urged to have the MenACWY vaccine.”

AXMINSTER has been declared the 
most perfect market town in England. 

The accolade was bestowed by The 
Sunday Times’ Home supplement, 
which, using data from Hamptons In¬ 
ternational estate agency, compiled a 
top 18 list from more than 400 market 
towns in England and Wales. 

Criteria included not just having a 
pub and a shop, but “a bakery, a bank, 
a fishmonger, a post office, a health- 
food shop, a choice of pubs, an art 
gallery, an independent bookshop, at 
least one decent coffee bar, a really 
good high street and at least a degree 
of culture”. 

Axminster came in second place 
overall behind Aberystwyth, Wales, 
but was the top English market town. 

The official Axminster verdict was: 
“The smallest town on the list, and the 
base for Hugh Fearnley-Whit- 
tingstall’s culinary empire, Axmin¬ 
ster is delightfully unpretentious — 
surrounded by the lovely east Devon 
countryside and, thanks largely to Mr 
F-W’s River Cottage Canteen, now as 
famous for food as for carpets. 

“There’s a station, but it’s on the 
super-slow line between Exeter and 
London Waterloo. Average price 
£207,709. Price growth since 2007: Up 
10 per cent.” 

Axminster mayor Cllr Jeremy 
Walden said: “It shows that Axmin¬ 
ster is a wonderful place to live, and 
has a great deal to attract people in ad¬ 
dition to River Cottage. 


“I think it reflects what has 
happened in the last few years 
in terms of improvement, but 
we are at the start of a long jour¬ 
ney. I hope this would not mean that 
house prices increase as a result to 
mean that local people can’t afford 
them.” 

Chamber of commerce chairman 
Shane Morgan said: “It’s absolutely 
fantastic, it is such great news for 
Axminster. The article is absolutely 
right, we are ‘a quietly thriving town’. 

“I am delighted Axminster is getting 
this recognition on a national plat¬ 
form.” 

Archway Bookshop owner Tim 
Pritchard said, tongue in cheek: “We 
should have been number one [over¬ 
all].” 

Deputy mayor and Guildhall man¬ 
ager Anni Young said: “It is a wonder¬ 
ful reminder of how lucky we are. It is 
sometimes easy to be complacent 
about the place you live in and take it 
for granted.” 

District and town councillor An¬ 
drew Moulding was equally enthusi¬ 
astic: “We should be extremely proud 
to be best in England. We have a mar¬ 
ket every Thursday, tremendous com¬ 
munity spirit, sport and music 
facilities and a range of attractions for 
locals and visitors alike, which all 
help to make Axminster the best mar¬ 
ket town in England.” 

The Reverend Clive Sedgewick, who 
moved here from Yorkshire to become 
team rector of The Axe Valley Mis¬ 
sion Community, said: “As a new¬ 
comer to the town I can fully 


understand why it won the 
award. It is a superb place to be, 
it is welcoming with lots going on.” 

David Fell, a research analyst at 
Hamptons, told The Sunday Times: 
“From more than 400 market towns 
across England and Wales, we have 
collated a top 18 with a really good 
high street and at least a degree of cul¬ 
ture. They have generally done pretty 
well price-wise since 2007 — but, most 
importantly, they are all great places 
to live and work.” 

The Axminster verdict is the total 
opposite to the one offered in 2009 by 
Rachel Johnson (the sister of Boris 
Johnson) in a column piece for The 
Mail on Sunday. 

She had made a brief visit to the 
town and passed a less than flattering 
judgment, which greatly upset locals. 

She later wrote: “The other day I 
made an ungracious reference to 
Axminster in print, and from the evi¬ 
dence of my postbag I think that if I 
showed my face there again, the 
townsfolk would lynch me.” 

The Sunday Times article said: 
“They were once the hottest place to 
sell your sheep, pick up a new wimple 
and enjoy a drunken brawl after one 
too many jugs of ale. Today, the best 
of our market towns are pint-sized 
gems with fabulous historic architec¬ 
ture, stylish hotels and eateries, and 
thriving communities that are com¬ 
mitted to keeping them at the heart of 
modern life.”

Yeovilton copter 
crew in dramatic 
rescue mission 


A HELICOPTER crew from RNAS Yeovilton 
rescued the last survivor of a sunken tanker 
in the Indian Ocean at the end of a dramatic 
day-long international mission which saved 
13 lives. 

Air engineering technician Stu Rogers - a 
member of the 815 Naval Air Squadron - was 
repeatedly swamped by waves as he spent 
half an hour trying to hook the stricken 
sailor and winch him up into HMS Mon¬ 
mouth’s Wildcat helicopter, 140 miles off the 
island of Socotra in the Gulf of Yemen. 

The sailor was the 13th of 14 crew members 
of the tanker Rama 2 which put out a Mayday 
call as she was battered by heavy seas. 

Twelve of the crew were subsequently 
picked up by merchant vessels which took 
part in the rescue effort, directed by British 
naval authorities in Bahrain. 

But two men were reported to be in the 
water, prompting Plymouth-based HMS 
Monmouth to launch her new Wildcat heli¬ 
copter - call sign Black Jack. 

The helicopter, of Yeovilton-based 815 
NAS, was too far from the Rama 2’s last posi¬ 
tion to perform an immediate rescue, but re¬ 
fuelled on another British naval vessel 
patrolling in the region, RFA Cardigan Bay, 
to continue - a technique known as lily¬ 
padding. 

With the help of the merchant vessels and 
a long-range Japanese patrol aircraft to di¬ 
rect the helicopter, Black Jack arrived on the 


scene as darkness was falling. A flare 
marked the location of one of the two crew 
still in the water, but the weather was so 
poor, fuel was running low and light was fad¬ 
ing that the rescue was right on the limit of 
what the helicopter and its crew are allowed 
to safely operate in. 

At times waves engulfed both winchman 
and survivor, exhausting both men, but at 
the very last minute Stu connected the ship¬ 
wrecked sailor to his winch wire and hauled 
him safely into the Wildcat. 

“It was a difficult sortie - we were close to 
the wire but it was great that we were able to 
get him on board,” said Stu. 

“A 30-minute attempt to get him hooked up 
was one of the hardest things I’ve had to do 
since joining the Fleet Air Arm.” 

Black Jack’s flight commander, Lieu¬ 
tenant Ash Morgan, said: “This rescue was 
tricky due to the time we had to transit after 
the lily-pad' on RFA Cardigan Bay and then 
looking for a sole survivor in open water 
with very choppy conditions.” 

With sadly no sign of the 14th man, Black 
Jack returned to Cardigan Bay on the cusp of 
sunset. The survivor was immediately 
checked by the Cardigan Bay’s medical offi¬ 
cer and assessed to be fit and well, but some¬ 
what battered. 

Despite an extensive search, the missing 
14th member of the crew was not found. He 
is presumed dead.

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Plans for carnival 
park set to float 
councillors’ boat 



EXCITING plans to create a £300,000 carnival 
park on the outskirts of Ilminster are moving 
full steam ahead. 

It is only two-and-a-half years since it was 
first mooted about creating a centre where 
carnival clubs within the South Somerset 
Federation could build their colourful carts 
and entries. 

But the carnival park management com¬ 
mittee has worked tirelessly and has now got 
an earmarked site which best meets the 
needs of its business and feasibility plan. 

The committee’s joint chairmen, Steve 
Dawe and Kym Toms, met carnival support¬ 
ers at the site last week and are delighted at 
how things have gone so far. 

But Kym said: “I can’t get too excited just 
yet because there is still a long way to go.” 

The carnival park organisers have met 
various local councils and councillors from 
within the Area West section of South Som¬ 
erset District Council which covers Ilmin¬ 
ster, Chard and Crewkerne. 

But the identified site - part of Dillington 
Estates - falls within the Area North section 
of the council, so more talks and presenta¬ 
tions are planned. 

Steve and Kym will be meeting the plan¬ 
ners this week and then making a full pre¬ 
sentation to the Area North committee on 
July 26. It is expected that a full planning ap¬ 
plication for the carnival park proposals will 
then be submitted to the council. 

Steve said: “The plans will go in shortly 
after meeting with Area North - so we’re 
looking at late July or early August. 

“There are lots of ifs and buts still - but we 
will keep going. 

“Considering we’ve only been talking 
about this for about two-and-a-half years we 
have made some big inroads. 

“The support we have received so far for 
the project is widespread and people have ap- 



■ KYM Toms and Steve Dawe, joint chairmen

Steve said that if everything went well 
with the council then fundraising would 
begin in 2018 and the project would be com¬ 
pleted in 2020. 

The organisers would like to thank Dilling¬ 
ton Estates for all its help as it offered them 
six sites around the area.

Hospital in new clinical trial 



YEOVIL District Hospital is to participate in 
a new clinical trial - funded by leading char¬ 
ity Breast Cancer Now - to investigate the 
best way to deliver cognitive behavioural 
therapy (CBT) to reduce the impact of two 
major side-effects for women undergoing 
breast-cancer treatment. 

Hot flushes and night sweats are common- 
side-effects of current breast-cancer treat¬ 
ments such as chemotherapy and 
anti-hormone drugs. 

Experienced by up to 70 per cent of women 
receiving treatment, they can have a huge 
impact on their daily lives, often affecting 
employment, personal relationships and gen¬ 
eral quality of life, and sometimes leading to 
women not completing the full course of 
their treatment. 

Hormone replacement therapy (HRT) - 
which is normally offered to women experi¬ 
encing hot flushes as part of the menopause 
- unfortunately cannot be used by women 
with breast cancer as it can increase the risk 
of their disease returning. In addition, these 
side-effects can often be more extreme and 
longer-lasting in women who have had 
breast cancer than those experienced during 
natural menopause. 

It is therefore essential that scientists and 
clinicians find ways to help women undergo¬ 
ing breast cancer treatment reduce the im¬ 
pact of these side-effects, to give them the 
best possible quality of life and help them to 
continue their treatment to reduce the risk 
of breast cancer returning. 

Paula Hutchinson, 50 - a participant of the 
MENOS 4 trial - was diagnosed with breast 
cancer in 2015. 

She said: “A minute-and-a-half of a hot 
flush doesn’t seem long but the effect it has 
on my day-to-day life is totally overwhelm¬ 
ing. 


“Forgetfulness, irritability and lack of con¬ 
centration are just three symptoms but I’ve 
acquired a range of coping strategies to let 
me lead a full life. 

“I’m very lucky to still have my pre-cancer 
positivity, and along with my great family I 
received amazing support via my breast-care 
team.” 

Researchers have already shown that CBT 
can help to reduce the impact that hot 
flushes and night sweats have on women un¬ 
dergoing breast-cancer treatment, allowing 
them to regain a sense of control over these 
symptoms. 


Although CBT is known to be effective, it 
is not currently offered routinely within the 
NHS for women with breast cancer. At pre¬ 
sent CBT can only be given to groups by 
trained clinical psychologists and there is 
nothing currently considered a universal 
gold standard of care in breast-cancer treat¬ 
ment, meaning support to help patients man¬ 
age these difficult symptoms varies across 
the country. 

Yeovil District Hospital is one of six UK 
hospitals participating in the trial which will 
involve up to 160 women undergoing breast- 
cancer treatment who are experiencing se¬ 


vere and frequent hot flushes or night 
sweats. 

Half of the women will receive group CBT 
from a breast-cancer nurse - who has been 
specially trained by clinical psychologists to 
deliver the intervention - involving six 
weekly sessions lasting 90 minutes each, 
while the other half will receive whatever 
support they would normally receive. 

The researchers will evaluate the impact 
of CBT on the women’s hot flushes and night 
sweats after 26 weeks. 

In addition, group CBT sessions will be 
recorded and analysed by independent psy¬ 
chologists, to assess its effectiveness when 
delivered by breast-cancer nurses. 

A process evaluation will also be con¬ 
ducted to explore the ways in which breast- 
care nurses were able to implement the 
group therapy, so that, if it is successful, a 
blueprint could be created to show how this 
service might be organised locally. 

Becky Laney and Nia Dobner, breast-care 
nurses at Yeovil District Hospital, said: “We 
are delighted that Yeovil District Hospital is 
participating in this trial, and hope it can 
make a real difference to patients in the re¬ 
gion who are experiencing hot flushes and 
night sweats as a side-effect of their breast- 
cancer treatment. 

“Hot flushes can have a major impact on 
women’s lives: affecting their work, social 
life and disrupting their sleep. We look for¬ 
ward to the results of this trial, and hope that 
it will enable much wider access to CBT 
among breast-cancer patients.” 

Any women being treated at any of the cen¬ 
tres taking part in the trial who are experi¬ 
encing troublesome hot flushes as a 
side-effect of treatment are encouraged to 
ask their breast-care nurse about the study, 
which is currently recruiting participants.

Crematorium refurb ‘really exciting’ 


THE refurbishment and redevel¬ 
opment of Yeovil Crematorium 
has been approved by South 
Somerset District Council. 

The redevelopment scheme 
will provide improved facili¬ 
ties for families and mourners 
and will include additional ser¬ 
vices to those currently pro¬ 
vided. 

The refurbishment will enable 
the crematorium to meet the 
highest modern environmental 
standards. 

Yeovil Crematorium was built 
in 1970 - and with the expecta¬ 
tion that the existing cremators 
would soon need replacing, it 
was decided to review the facil¬ 
ity and consider the future need 
for crematory services in Yeovil 
and the surrounding area for the 
next 25 to 50 years. 

The aim is to ensure that the 
high-quality facilities are pro¬ 


vided for families and mourners 
in the years to come. 

Speaking about the decision 
to approve the project, Cllr 
Peter Gubbins, South Somer¬ 
set's executive portfolio holder 
for Yeovil Crematorium, said: 
"Various options were consid¬ 
ered before deciding to refur¬ 
bish the current site, including 
building a new crematorium at 
a different location. But the anal¬ 
ysis suggested that it wasn't fi¬ 
nancially viable to do so. 

"The work to be done will in¬ 
clude the construction of a new 
chapel with greater capacity, 
the creation of a smaller sec¬ 
ondary chapel, the conversion 
of part of the old chapel into a 
new waiting room, the installa¬ 
tion of new cremators, the pro¬ 
vision of extra parking and the 
creation of a new garden of re¬ 
membrance. 


"This is a really exciting pro¬ 
ject of which the community 
can be rightfully proud." 

The council owns an 89 per 
cent interest in Yeovil Cremato¬ 
rium. Yeovil Without Parish 
Council owns an 11 per cent in¬ 
terest. 

Yeovil Crematorium is the 
only crematorium facility in the 
immediate area. 

The facility averages 1,700 
cremations a year. 

Cllr Alf Hill, chairman of Yeovil 
Without Parish Council, said: 
"Yeovil Without parish council¬ 
lors are fully behind this project 
which is in the interest of all of 
the community. 

"We are looking forward to 
working with SSDC on this joint 
venture." 

The decision was voted 
through unanimously by district 
councillors.

Wadham assists 
in Europe-wide 
study of plants

teacher at Crewkerne’s Wad- 
ham School, in taking sixth- 
formers to a conference at 
the University of Bristol 
back in 2015 has led to the 
school being selected as one 
of just three in the UK to par¬ 
ticipate in Europe-wide re¬ 
search into plant growth and 
disease. 

Crewkerne’s Maiden 
Beech School, with which 
Wadham has a close associa¬ 
tion, is also taking part in the 
study. 

Dr Phil Smith, from The 
Teacher Science Network, 
who is co-ordinating the 
school input into the re¬ 
search, said: “The aim of the 
project is to help students un¬ 
derstand the scientific pro¬ 
cess and contextualise their 
learning about genetics, 
plant disease, plant growth 
and data gathering, together 
with food security - and to re¬ 
alise just how tricky it can be 
to grow our crops.” 

He was very impressed 
with Mr Farmer’s enthusi¬ 
asm for Wadham School tak¬ 
ing part in the project. 

The Teacher Science Net¬ 
work organises a variety of 
activities geared towards 
bringing ‘real’ science into 
the classroom. 

It is based at the world¬ 
leading microbial science re¬ 
search institute, The John 
Innes Centre in Norwich, 
Norfolk. 

The project’s objective is 
to gain an insight into the 
distribution of brassica dis¬ 
ease throughout Europe and 
to discover how each variety 
of plant responds to different 
climates. 

Youngsters at Wadham 


and Maiden Beech were sent 
batches of seeds to plant and 
cultivate and monitored 
growth, together with any 
signs of disease. 

Five different varieties - 
mainly oilseed rape, which 
we see as swathes of yellow 
in local fields - are being 
monitored. 

There are 20 schools in 
total participating in the pro¬ 
ject in countries as far afield 
as Spain, Italy, Romania and 
Poland. 

Scientists love their 
acronyms and the project is 
catchily named BAD GEIS, 
which stands for Brassica 


Adaption Disease Growth 
Environment in European 
Schools. 

It’s the school engagement 
part of MAQBAT (Mechani¬ 
cal Analysis of Quantitative 
Disease Resistance in Bras¬ 
sica by Associative Tran- 
scriptomics) which has 
received funding from what 
is known as the ERA_Caps 
initiative. 

Feedback on plant growth 
rates and their survival is 
shared between participating 
schools. 

At Wadham, the plants are 
now ready to be planted out¬ 
doors.

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SMOOTHING THE PATH 
TO 'BIG SCHOOL'

IN homes across the country, families 
will be preparing for the next big 
milestone - moving up to secondary 
school. 

It can be an exciting - and nerve-rack¬ 
ing - time for everyone, mainly for 
children, but also for parents, as they 
stand by and watch their little ones 
head off on the first day in their new 
'Big School' uniform. There'll be new 
friends to make, new teachers to get to 
know, a new timetable full of different 
subjects and, of course, new 
homework. 

"It's a very big leap for children and 
parents alike," says Carrie Starbuck, a 
former teacher and managing director 
for Learning Performance Training 
(www.learningperformance.com), 
which runs workshops in schools, 
including 'Introduction to Big School' 
for those soon to start Year 7. 

"Primary school tends to be quite 
small, they have one teacher, one 
classroom - and at secondary school, t 
hey suddenly have six or seven 
teachers, and have to move around 
the classrooms. 

"Some students may find it slightly 
easier if they're moving up with some 
friends, but others will be starting 
completely new and fresh." 

FIND THE POSITIVE 

Starbuck adds: "Parents may be 
feeling nervous too, so it's good for 
them to try and turn those nerves into 
something positive. A child might be 
worrying about whether they will they 
make friends etc. 

"If parents say things like, 'This is a 
fresh start, it's really exciting, you're 
going to meet new people...' - putting 
a positive slant on things will build the 
child's confidence up, and soothe their 
concerns. 

"It's a celebration rather than a 
terrifying change. We want students to 
be resilient and life is full of changes, 
so if they react positively to a change, 
then that transition will be easier." 


MIND THE GAP 

Besides moving from GCSEs to A-Lev- 
els, the leap from primary to secondary 
school is one of the biggest a child will 
face in their education, says Starbuck. 

"The issues are actually very similar; 
they are suddenly expected to become 
quite independent learners. When 
you're at primary school, you're 
supported a lot by the teacher. When 
you get to secondary school, you have 
to manage your time well, you've got 
to remember to take the right books on 
the right day." 

But they're still just children and 
shouldn't feel pressure to grow up. 

"We always say to the class that, just 
because they've had a summer and 
they're in Year 7, it doesn't mean they're 
not 11-year-olds anymore." 

ENCOURAGE INDEPENDENCE 

Parents can help their children 
become independent learners by 
talking them through what they're 
going to being doing when. 

"It's usually really simple, they're 
given a timetable and a diary. When 
you ask, 'Have you got any homework 
tonight?' or, 'What do you have to do 
tomorrow?' and they might not know 
or want to tell you, just double-check 
in the diary; it's used as a communica¬ 
tion tool between parents and staff. 

"Have the school timetable up on the 
fridge or somewhere really prominent 
and take time to help prepare their bag 
the night before. The first few weeks do 
this with the kids, but after a few weeks 
you need to encourage them to do this 
themselves." 

A new school bag will help children 
get excited about being organised, but 
shouldn't cost the earth. 

"A new bag, an organiser, nice 
coloured pens, all of that definitely 
helps," says Starbuck, who's also a 
school governor. "But it's not the end 
of the world if you can't afford it. What's 
important is the child has confidence - 
they don't need a bag for that."

MUSBURY Primary School enjoys an idyllic 
setting beside the village church. It is less than 4 
miles from Axminster and Seaton, 3 miles from 
Colyton and less than 7 miles from Lyme Regis - 
so it is in a handy location. 

In June 2017 we became part of the First 
federation Academy Trust, a Multi Academy Trust 
of Primary Schools across Devon.

Volvo cars to go all electric 


VOLVO Cars, the premium car maker, 
has announced that every Volvo it 
launches from 2019 will have an electric 
motor, marking the historic end of cars 
that have only an internal combustion 
engine (ICE) and placing electrification 
at the core of its future business. 

The announcement represents one of 
the most significant moves by any car 
maker to embrace electrification, and 
highlights how, over a century after the 
invention of the internal combustion en¬ 
gine, electrification is paving the way 
for a new chapter in automotive history. 

“This is about the customer,” said 
Hakan Samuelsson, President and Chief 
Executive of Volvo Cars. “People in¬ 
creasingly demand electrified cars, and 
we want to respond to our customers’ 
current and future needs. You can now 
pick and choose whichever electrified 
Volvo you wish.” 

Volvo Cars will introduce a portfolio of 
electrified cars across its model range, 
embracing fully electric cars, plug-in hy¬ 
brid cars and mild-hybrid cars. 

It will launch five fully electric cars be¬ 
tween 2019 and 2021, three of which will 
be Volvo models and two of which will 
be high-performance electrified cars 
from Polestar, Volvo Cars’ performance 
car arm. Full details of these models will 
be announced at a later date. 

These five cars will be supplemented 
by a range of petrol and diesel plug-in 
hybrid and mild-hybrid 48-volt options 


on all models, representing one of the 
broadest electrified car offerings of any 
car maker. 

This means that there will in future be 
no Volvo cars without an electric motor, 
as pure ICE cars are gradually phased 
out and replaced by ICE cars that are en¬ 
hanced with electrified options. 

“This announcement marks the end of 
the solely combustion engine-powered 
car,” said Mr Samuelsson. “Volvo Cars 
has stated that it plans to have sold a 
total of lm electrified cars by 2025. When 
we said it we meant it. This is how we 
are going to do it.” 


The announcement underlines Volvo 
Cars’ commitment to minimising its en¬ 
vironmental impact and making the 
cities of the future cleaner. Volvo Cars 
is focused on reducing the carbon emis¬ 
sions of both its products as well as its 
operations. It aims to have climate-neu¬ 
tral manufacturing operations by 2025. 

The decision also follows this month’s 
announcement that Volvo Cars will turn 
Polestar into a new separately branded 
electrified global high-performance car 
company. Thomas Ingenlath, Senior 
Vice President Design at Volvo Cars, will 
lead Polestar as Chief Executive Officer.
